General Instruction* for Outdoor Planting of Hardy Bulbs

BtSOST of the hardy bulbs found in the flower and seed stores during the fall months 
are grown in Holland, where the soil and climate are peculiarly adapted to the 
growing of the bulbs. These bulbs are shipped to this country during the month 
of August, arriving here in September, and to insure the best results should be 
planted as soon as possible. While any time before the ground freezes would do to 
plant the bulbs, the best results can only be obtained by early planting which gives 
the bulbs time to make their root growth before cold weather sets in. Planting such 
bulbs as hyacinths, tulips, daffodils, etc., in the spring is a waste of time and money. 

Solidly formed bulbs, such as hyacinths and tulips, will keep out of the soil much 
longer than loosely formed bulbs, such as lilies, which soon wilt and lose their vital- 
ity. If lily bulbs are to be kept out of the soil they should be wrapped separately in 
paper to keep the air away. Any soil, of good quality will do for a bulb bed, provided 
it is well drained. Bulbs are liable to decay when planted in soil that is kept satur- 
ated with moisture. 

When the ground freezes in the fall a covering of litter or leaves should be 
spread over the bed to a depth of five or six inches. This does not prevent the bulbs 
from freezing, but from freezing and thawing whenever the weather changes, which 
is the cause of more or less damage to the bulbs. Care nrast be taken in the spring 
to remove the litter before the bulbs grow up through, otherwise a weak, spindling 
growth would result. 

Indoor Culture of Dutch Bulbs 

When the bulbs are received in the fall they should be potted at once. An op- 
portunity must then be given the bulbs to make a root growth in advance of the tops. 
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This is done by placing the pots outside, giving a thorough watering, and covering A. Washburn & Sons, 
over with a few inches of soil. If the weather remains dry the bulbs should be Bulbs, Plants and 
watered about every ten days. As the season advances more covering must be given, p, 

as very hard freezing would damage the bulbs to a certain extent. 

The same results, as to root growth, can be obtained by putting the potted bulbs 
in a dark, cool cellar, but more attention must be given to the watering, as they dry 
out much more quickly. The latter way has the advantage of having the bulbs where 
they can be gotten at much more easily when they are wanted for forcing. 

Some bulbs, such as Roman hyacinths and paper white narcissus, form their 
roots in a much shorter time than others, but all bulbs to be forced successfully must 
be well rooted, and if attention is paid to this fact one of the main causes of failure 
will be removed. When bringing the bulbs in to force do not put at once in a high 
temperature, but start at rather a low temperature, say 50 to 55 degrees, and increase 
the heat gradually. 

Roman hyacinths and paper white narcissus are forced in larger quantities by 
florists of the country than any other two varieties of bulbs. These can be had in 
bloom during December, and from that time on until spring. Dutch hyacinths, daf- 
fodils, tulips, jonquils, etc., will not force successfully so early in the season and will 
be more satisfactory if not brought in until after the first of January. 

Dutch Hyacinths 

The hyacinth is one of the most interesting of the bulb family, and is grown in 
such large quantities that it is familiar to every one. The Dutch variety of hyacinths 
are entirely hardy and are suitable for either forcing or outdoor planting. If for out- 
doors, plant the bulbs three or four inches below the top of the ground, and six to 
eight inches apart. In forcing, a four-inch pot is large enough for a medium size 
bulb, and a five-inch pot for the largest size . Three bulbs planted in a five or six- 
inch pot or pan is a good way to try a few of them.

These are our best bulbs and can be depended on to produce fine flowers with 
ordinary care.

Roman Hyacinths

earlier than the blue varieties. It is much to be regretted that the Roman hyacinths 
are not hardy in this climate.

Tulips 

Second only to the hyacinth comes the tulip for either forcing or outdoor plant- 
ing. They are shipped to this country by the millions and bring good cheer to thou- 
sands of homes with their brilliant colors. Planted in beds of good soil, five to six 
inches apart and nearly as deep, they are almost sure to do well, and money spent for 
tulip bulbs will never be regretted if they are given a reasonable amount of care. In 
forcing care must be taken not to force them too early. The fore part of January is 
early enough for most varieties to be started into growth, and the flowers will come 
better and surer than if started earlier in the season.

The narcissus family contains some of the most useful varieties of bulbs for both 
forcing and outdoor planting. They are perfectly hardy, with the exception of the 
polyanthus varieties, such as the paper white, and Chinese sacred lilies. There is no 
variety of bulbs that are more easily cared for than the narcissus and none that will 
give greater returns for the money invested. 

In forcing, the paper white narcissus and Chinese lilies can be had in bloom in 
December. Such varieties as Von Sion, Princeps, Poeticus, Campernelle, etc., will 
be more satisfactory if they are not forced until after the holidays. 

Paper White Grandiflora. — This grand variety of the narcissus is forced in larger 
numbers by the florists than any other variety and is well worthy of its leadership. 
Blooming early and late, either in soil or water, one can hardly help but be suc- 
cessful in its culture.
